Mr. Dulles Works 
To Rebuild NATO 


Secretary of State Dulles pledges to work 
to “rebuild unity and strength” of North Atlantic 
Treaty Organization members at- the Paris meet­ 
ing of the NATO Council, which opens today. 
But he is dropping for the time being a U. S. 
plan to create a permanent, high-level NATO 
Cabinet to coordinate political planning of NATO 
members. 
The plan was apparently brushed aside in 
the report of the “Three Wise Men,’ a special 
committee created last May to explore means of 
strengthening political and economic cooperation 
rn NATO. 
___ 
Presumably the NATO Cabinet, as envisaged 
by Dulles, would have coordinated planning of 
members of the North Atlantic Community on 
problems posed in such areas as Cyprus, North 
Africa, and the Middle Past. But the Council 
itself will discuss these and other matters— 
notably the reunification of Germany—at the 
session which opens today. 
Also slated for discussion is Soviet interven­ 
tion in Hungary. Then, too, there will be the 
report of the Wise Men to go over, rlso a review 
of military force levels in the light of new 
nuclear weapons developments that constantly 
are causing old ideas of military strategy to be 
revised. 
The Wise Men are said to have recommend­ 
ed that the North Atlantic Council be empowered 
to plan politically not only for the 15-nation area 
of NATO, but also for all problems which have 
a bearing on NATO itself. 
But the concept 
presents immediate danger signals. How can the 
United States ask the Council to plan for, say, 
the Middle East without admitting that U. S. 
policy in the Far East has a definite bearing on 
the policies of NATO members? 
The long­ 
standing debate between the United States and 
Great 
Britain has been quiescent in 
recent 
months. But it is safe to say that the British 
disagree with us on the future of Red China. 
Formosa, and United Nations membership about 
as much as we disagree with Anglo-French 
policies in the Middle East. 
The problem before the Council appears to 
he— aside from immediately pressing political 
considerations—a question of method or ap­ 
paratus. 
Planning for political cooperation of 
NATO members must be comprehensive to be

The Tightness Of Money 


What is actually happening in this country is that 
more money is needed to finance the growth and ex ­ 
pansion ct existing enterprises and tho development of 
new enterprises than the cu rre n t reservoirs of savings 
can provide. 
Therefore the demand for m oney is 
greater than the supply and the money m ark et has 
become abnormally tight. 
In such a period the m ark et 
value of bonds goes down which has been happening 
for some time. 


The huge influx of forelgn-ow ned American 
dollars into the American money market is due to 
two causes: 
I. This is still the safest place for 
private capital for investment; 2. The constant 
need for more capital to keep \merican industry 
going and the drying up of indigenous reservoirs of 
capital because of exorbitant taxes, makes this 
market attractive. 


The answ er to this problem is to reduce govern­ 
ment expenditures by about $ 10,000,000,000 and to re­ 
duce income taxes accordingly. 
The Hoover C om m is­ 
sion has indicated in its various reports how govern­ 
ment expenditures can be cut without im pairing any 
essential services. 
While lip-service lias been paid 
to the work of the Hoover Commission, savings in gov­ 
ernment expenditures have not been made and prob­ 
ably will not be made in view ot the additional ex ­ 
penditures due to tho Middle Fast War, for m uch of 
which tho United States is bound ta?pay, if only be^- 
rause no other country has the money or the will to 
pay. 
The clearing of the Suez Canal has now becom e our 
problem, as we have backed N asser and rejected the 
British and the French.

in the school. 
A boycott against 
attendance, for instance, w here 
school attendance is compulsory 
under state laws, would be a state 
and not a federal question.

were found that threats or even 
assaults were being m ade against 
citizens who wanted to have their 
children attend the mixed school 
at Clinton, this would be p rim ari­ 
ly an offense under the laws of 
the State of Tennessee. 
The Constitution says that the 
federal government m ay enforce 
law and order within a state only 
when the State Legislature or the 
Governor —- if the Legislature 
cannot be convened — asks for 
protection "against domestic vio­ 
lence " 
So it s up to the State of Ten­ 
nessee to preserve order.

M the same time, we a re experted to pay one-

WASHINGTON. 


A serious study of Soviet P r e ­ 
mier Bulganin s November 20th 
letter to President 
Eisenhower, 
and of a possible American re ­ 
sponse to it. is now going on at 
— 
lev els ot gove rn m e n t. 
The study could conceivably lead 
to an absolutely basic change in 
American policy and indeed in 
the whole world situation. 


When the Bulganin letter was 
received, the first instinct in the 
White House and the State D e­ 
partm ent was to dismiss it out 
of hand as propaganda designed 
to divert attention from the Hun­ 
garian 
bloodbath 
(hen 
still 
in 
progress 
The letter was certain­ 
ly full of the usual propaganda. 
But the letter also contained 
what seemed to be a .serious pro­ 
posal for a m utual 500-niile with­ 
drawal of all arm ed forces from 
a demilitarized zone in central 
Europe. This zone. Bulganin pro­ 
posed, was to be subject to both 
ground and air inspection by both 
sides, 
in 
accordance 
with 
the 
President's 
"open 
skies" 
pro­ 
posal 
A 500-mile 
withdrawal would 
mean 
pulling 
American 
forces 
right out of G erm any, and there 
is no place for them elsewhere 
in Western Europe 
But it would 
also mean pulling the Red Army 
right out of East G erm any, and 
indeed out of most of Poland. 
There is not a single export on 
the G erm an situation who doubts 
for a moment that the East G er­ 
man 
Communist 
government 
would almost instantly cease to 
exist if the Red Army were with­ 
drawn. 
It was the President himself, 
after 
a 
hurried 
brieting, 
who 
caught 
the significance of the 
Bulganin proposal, and ordered 
that it should not be waved aside 
as propaganda, and that a high 
level study of it should be made. 
The significance of this P resi­ 
dential decision is underlined by 
the fact that there is a growing 
body of responsible opinion that 
a third world w ar is inevitable 
unless there is some basic change 
in the German situation. 
When the Hungarian rebellion 
was at its height. East G erm any 
very nearly went 
the way 
of 
H ungary—tor m ore nearly than 
is generally recognized here. An 
East German rebellion was prob­ 
ably only averted because the 
West German government (with 
the full knowledge and approval 
of 
the 
American 
government) 
used all its now cr and influence 
to avert I 
The danger was greatest when 
thousands of G erm ans in West 


Berlin dem onstrated against the 
Soviet bloodbath in Hungary, and 
then made for the B randenburg 
(tate to cross into Com m unist 
East Berlin. On orders from the 
Adenauer governm ent, the West 
Berlin police used 
very 
tough 
m easures indeed to prevent the 
crossing. 
The whole West G er­ 
m an 
secret 
service 
app aratu s 
w as also used to hold down the 
seething ferment in E ast G er­ 
many. 


Thus the explosion was averted 
—but quite possibly only for the 
tim e being, according to com ­ 
petent judges. 
Winter is not a 
good time for rebellions, hut a 
Hungary-stylo uprising 
in 
Ea<t 
G erm any in the spring is not to 
bt' ruled out. And if one consid­ 
er^ the possible consequences, it 
is easy to see why the West G er­ 
m an and American governm ents 
‘shades of "liberation") are al­ 
m ost as anxious as the Kremlin 
to avoid an explosion 
G erm any is the only place in 
the world where the arm ed forces 
of the two main antagonists are 
in close contact. There is no in­ 
ternational 
border 
between 
the 
two Germanies, as between Hun­ 
gary and Austria. 
There is only 
an artificial line, even now rrgu 
la d y crossed by G erm ans in both 
directions. 
In such circum stances, there 
would be no way on earth to 
isolate the explosion, as in Hun­ 
gary. 
West G erm ans—and prob­ 
ably units of the heavily arm ed 
West German police— would flood 
across the line to help their com ­ 
patriots. 
The 
two 
G erm anies 
would meld together, and som e­ 
how. somewhere—most probably 
in Berlin—the fatal first shots of 
the Third World War would be 
exchanged between the A merican 
and Soviet forces. 
There are responsible officials 
who believe—or perhaps hope is 
a better word—that this night­ 
m a re prospect is now as vivid to 
the Kremlin as to the American 
governm ent, and that the K rem ­ 
lin m ay really be searching for 
a way out. There are other equal­ 
ly responsible officials who con­ 
tend that the Soviets will never, 
under any circum stances, with­ 
draw the Red Army from E ast 
G erm any, just because they know 
that the Communist Pankow gov­ 
ernm ent could not survive with­ 
out it. 
But in view of the ter­ 
rible dangers inherent in an E ast 
G erm an explosion, the President 
is surely right in asking for a 
good hard look at the Kremlin I 
real intentions.
